Warrant for Town Meeting 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Canaan qualified 
to vote in town affairs— | 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at II 
o'clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

Article 1. To choose by ballot and major vote, a 
town clerk. three selectmen, treasurer, overseer of the poor, 
one library trustee for three years. 

Art. 2. To choose by ballot and major vote one or 
more, not exceeding three highway agents. 

Art. 3. Tochoose by major vote one or more col- 
lectors of taxes, surveyors of lumber, fence viewers, sealer 
of weights and measures, measurers of wood and bark, 
weighers of hay and straw, cemetery agents and such other 
officers and agents as the town may judge necessary to be 
chosen. 

Art. 4.- To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the maintenance of the poor and other town 
charges. 

Art. 5. Tosee how much money the town will 
vote to raise for the support of highways for the year en- 
suing. 

Art. 6. Toseeif the town will vote to apply for 
state aid under the laws of 1905, for the repair of highways. 

Art. 7. Toseeifthe tewn will vote to establish a 
liquor agency in said town, 

Art. 8. Toseeif the town will vote to raise the 
sum of one hundred dollars in addition to the sum required 
to be raised by law, for the town library. 
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Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of two hundred dollars for the maintenance of the ex- 
isting state highways in town. 

Art. 10. Toseeifthe town will vote to raise the 
sum of fifty dollars to be appropriated for Memorial day. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to contract for lighting the streets by electricity 
at an expense not to exceed one thousand dollars per year. 

Art. 12. ‘Toseeif the town will vote to accept two 
hundred dollars from the estate of Alfred Davis, the in- 
come to be expended in the care of his lot in the Wells 
cemetery by its agent. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to accept one 
hundred dollars from the estate of Mrs. J. C. Withington, 
the income to be expended in the care of her lot in the 
West Canaan cemetery by its agent. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to accept one 
hundred dollars from S. J. Dow, the income to be expended 
in the care of the Dow lot in West Canaan cemetery by its 
agent. 

Art. 15. ‘To see if the towr will vote to accept three, 
hundred dollars from Mrs. Carrie H. Weeks, the income 
to be expended in the care of the William P. Weeks lot in 
the Wells cemeterv by its agent. 

Art. 16. To bear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees, or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto.

We hereby submit the following: 

We are happy to say that the general health of our 
town has been very good for the past year. We have had 
the usual amount of La Grippe and colds but with the ex- 
ception of measles, of which we have had forty-six cases, 
we have had but little of contagious disease. A few cases 
of typhoid fever, none of diphtheria nor scarlet fever. We 
have had no complaints of nuisances—and here we wish to 
say inregard tothe brook or ditch over which there has 
been so much talk in the past, that we had the State Board 
send their inspector, Mr. Purington, here, who looked the 
premises over with our board, and he said that if we kept 
it cleaned and flushed out during the warm months so as 
to prevent the accumulation of material that would become 
offensive it would be about all that we could do. This 
plan we intend to carry out the coming spring. 

We trust that all parties will see that the law in re- 
lation to the vaccination of children is complied with. 
Have it done now and get them ready for the spring term 
of school.
